Farm College For Alberta 

The province of Alberta is to have 
an agricultura! college which will be 
completed early in September, 1915, 
according to an official announcement 
made recently.’ The results obtained 
from the »gricul:urai schools in that 
province have been most gratifying, 
and with the fornation of a college, 
affiliated ‘vith the University of Al- 
berta, the astadents who have been 
attending the schools will have an 
opportunity to complete their course 
and obtain the degree. In presenting 
the report of the schools of, agricul- 
ture for the past year, Dr. Henry Mar- 
shall Tory, presidem. of the Univers- 
ity of Alberte, st+ ted that the success 
of the schools had far exceeded any- 
one’s expectations. There were 268 
students attending the three schools, 
and this was by far the largest num- 
ber of students in tbe initial year at- 
tending any »tate educational institute 
that he was avare of on the contin- 
ent. As a result of the success which 
has attended the opening of the agri- 
cultural school, the agricultural col- 
lege will be gone ahead with at tne 
earliest poss'ble moment, and the 
government hopes to make it one of 
the best institutions of its kind in the 
west.

Thirty-one patients in a Russian 
hospital havc recovered from stab 
wounds of the heart! 

Dr. Zlidler says the patients were 
put under the influence of ether very 
soon after the injury, part of the 
chest wall was removed, the heart 
lifted from its bed and the stitches 
quickly introduced between _ pulsa- 
tions. The bory chest wall over the 
heart was u-’ put back in _ place, 
that organ being lefi covered only by 
skin and muscle. This was done to 
give the heart room to expand and 
to prevent <dhesicns from embarrass- 
ing the hearf’r action. Several of 
the patients have resumed their 
usual employment.
